For the purposs of obtaining fnformation as
2o the condition of the Behaylkill water since

the tour of the noble river from the Dawm to
Manayupk; and being accompanied by a highly
scientific gentleman, and 4 judge of water, he |
being a member of the Sons of Temperance,
our readers can rely upon a correct analysis
not only of the water, but also of thn geenery
along the route,

Some muddy réemarks were made in City
Councils en Thursday about the Schuylkill
water, but the thing was strangled, or choked,
whether by the ingredients of the water or of
the members, we did not learn.
